FIRST AMERICAN GLASS. 


Made at a Factory Built by a Boston 
Man In New Hampshire. 

The first American glass factory was 
erected in the town of Temple, N. H. 
Washington in his diary speaks of 
glass being made in New Haven, Conn., 
in the year 1789. 

One would suppose by the language 
he uses that he considers it a new and 
quite extraordinary affair. It was nine 
years previous to this and during the 
very war whose issue first enabled the 
country to commence its own manufac- 
turing that Robert Hewes of Boston 
began to carry out the project which 
he had long conceived, but had hith- 
erto found impracticable if not impos- 
sible under English rule, that of mak- 
ing glass in America for America. 

In 1780 Mr. Hewes selected a site for 
his factory secure from the British 
forces (his glassblowers were Hessians 
and Waldeckers, soldiers who had de- 
serted from the British army), and he 
must have had an eye for the beauti- 
ful in nature. He chose a spot on the 
north slope of Kidder mountain, near 
its base. To the northwest Mount Mo- 
nadnock rears its granite crown, stand- 
ing like a giant sentinel; to the north 
and running east are the Temple moun- 
tains, bold and precipitous; to the east 
‘a beautiful valley holds in its embrace 
the towns of Wilton, Milford and 
Nashua, while to the northeast Joe 
English hill and the Uncanernucks 
mountains conceal the city of Man-. 


ter. 

“The place is now reached by a two 
mile walk over an old road, long a 
stranger to travel other than by graz- 
ing cows and nature loving tourists. 
The stonework about the ovens and 
the foundations of the building are all 
that now remain to remind us that 
here was another example of the Amer-

Epoch Making Conference . of 
Governors and Others at the 

_ White House, Held to Conserve 
Nation’s Resources — Senate 
Surrenders to President on 
Two Points, and House Passes 
Vreeland Bill—Labor Legisla- 
tion Given Up—Socialists 
Nominate Debs Again — Re- 
publican Stampede to Taft. 
Wright Brothers Make Record 
Flight. 


EXECUTIVE 


Gevernors at the White House, i 
For the first time in the nation’s his- 
tory the governors of the states com- 
prising the United States of America 
found themselves in the same room 
with the president of the republic when 
ou May 18 the conference on the con- 
servation of natural resources was be- 
gun in the historic east room of the 
executive mansion upon the request of 
President Roosevelt. Besides. the thir- 
ty-eight governors present and the rep- 
resentatives of the heads of the rest 
of the states there were on hand by 
invitation a number of noted engi 
neers, economists, labor leaders and 
captains of industry. Also the justices 
of the supreme court and several cab- 
inet ministers attended the opening 
session. Among those present were 
several presidential possibilities, nota- 
bly Bryan, Johnson, Hughes, Folk and 
Fairbanks. 


The president’s entrance was marked 
by cheers from the assemblage. His 
address of welcome began with the as- 
sertion that the meeting was called to 
consider “the weightlest problem now 
before the nation,” the occasion being 
the danger of the exhaustion of our 
natural resources by continuing, their 
wasteful exploitation. It insisted upon 
the right of the nation to guard the 
future as to the resources and that the 
property right of the individual is sub- 
ordinate to the rights of the commu- 
nity, citing court opinions in support of 
this view. This question, he said, was 
but part of the larger one of “national 
efficiency, the patriotic duty of insur- 
ing the safety and continuance of the 
nation.” At one point where he spoke 
of the work of the. waterways com- 
mission created by him last year and 
still existing without the authority of 
congress he departed from his text to 
add: “And if congress falls to perpetu- 
ate this commission as a permanent 
body I will do it myself anyhow... I 
will see that it is continued.” This 
called forth applause. Andrew Car- 
negie gave statistics of mineral sup- 
plies, and John Mitchell discussed the 
same subject. Secretary of State Root 
solemnly told the governors that the 
sovereign states have the power to en- 
ter into any number of agreements for 
the common good of all with the con- 
sent of congress. | 


The Roosevelt-Carnegie Clash. 

In the presence of the representa- 
tives of twenty-one American repub- 
lics and a throng which included many 
diplomats, congressmen and govern- 
ment officials President Roosevelt laid 
the cornerstone of the new home of the 
international bureau of American re- 
publics at Washington May 11. The 
site of the building is on Seventeenth 
street, about halfway between the state, 
war and navy building and the river. 
Andrew Carnegie, who gave $750,000 
toward the expense of the building, and 
Secretary of State Root shared with 
the president the honors of the occa- 
sion. After the president had repeated 
his well known arguments in favor of 
a large navy Mr. Carnegie said he dis- 
agreed with that policy and that when 
the president had lived as long as he 
had he (the president) would think dif- 
ferently about it. He (Carnegie) look- 
ed forward to the time when peace 
would be secured by universal treaty 
of the world powers. Secretary Root 
made the principal address, the main 
point of which was that this structure 
would be the visible evidence of the 
era of good feeling and friendship now 
begun among the American republics. 
Messages of congratulation were read. 
from most of the sister republics, a 
notable exception being the absence of 
a word from President Castro of Ven- 
ezuela. 

Sperry Now Commands Fleet. 

Rear Admiral Sperry took command 
ef the big battleship fleet at San Frran- 
eisco May 15, Admiral Thomas having 
been in command only a few days aft- 
er Evans retired, Thomas goes on 
leave and will be retired in October. 


Methodists For Prohibition. | 

The prohibition or temperance wave 
bas received a fresh impetus in the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal conference in session at Bal- 
timore. First the conference was stirred 
to fever pitch of enthusiasm when 
Governor Hanly of Indiana arraigned 
the churches for a lack of consecration, 
a tolerance of sin and for “nearly for- 
getting that the kingdom of God is 
spiritual.” He said men were needed 
to oppose the evil of the saloon and 


‘taws.

The ministers and bishops responded 
with one shout, “We will furnish 
them.” Next day the resolutions set- 
ting forth that no man not a total ab- 
stainer from intoxicants should receive 
the votes of Christian citizens for the 
office of president of the United States 
were promptly referred to committee 
for report. Political parties were asked 
to take notice of this fact in making 
their nominations this year. 

It was voted unanimously to ask the 
Methodist Protestant church to unite 
organically with the Methodist Episco- 
pal church. Assurances had been fe- 
ceived from leading ministers of the 
former denomination that such a re- 
quest would receive favorable consid- 
eration. 

Resolutions against race track gam- 
bling and urging the New York legis- 
lature to stand by Goveronr Hughes 
on that issue were passed. 

The trend of opinion is against 
changing the church discipline as to 
amusements.

EDUCATIONAL 


Professor Bawden Won't Resign. 
President Dabney of the University 
of Cincinnati has asked for the resig- 
nation of Professor H. H. Bawden of 
the department of philosophy because 
of-the private views held by the latter 
on the question of marriage. It was 
said that the request was inspired by 


the disclosures made by Mrs. Bawden 


concerning the effect of her husband’s 
peculiar views on their home life. 
Professor Bawden promptly announced 
that he would not resign and would 
contest the effort to remove him, sub- 
mitting the justice of his case to the 
American people. Mrs, Bawden says 
that the professor’s views have changed 

ce she married him twelve years 
ago. They now live apart and have 
no children to.complicate the matter. 
There is no charge of personal im- 
morality, but merely of radical views. 
He holds that comradeship should be 
the only tie between man and wife on 
the spiritual plane and that where this 
does not exist separation should be 
made as simple as possible. The only 
limit he would place on sexual promis- 
culty would be this ethical ideal of 
comradeship and the restrictions of 
stirpiculture on the physical side. He 
insists that comradeship rather than 
love is the essential. He agrees with 
Plato that the state should subsidize 
motherhood and that the individual 
and not the family is the proper unit 
of political and social organization. 


Against Competitive Athletics. 

President Swain of Swarthmore col- 
lege has announced that the board of 
managers will be asked by the faculty 
to authorize the abandonment of Inter- 
collegiate athletic contests for at least 
one year and that the football and 
basket ball games scheduled for next 
year be canceled, But contests in the 
milder form, such as tennis and la- 
crosse, may be continued. The deci- 
sion is based on complaints of mem- 
bers of the faculty and of the alumni 
that “the desire to win has come to 
overshadow the legitimate purpose of 
athletics to such an extent as to form 
a serious menace to the primary pur- 
pose of college life.” The athletic ad- 
visory committee is willing that the ex- 
periment be made, but believes that it 
will not be found to be in the best in- 
terests of Swarthmore.

copal cause in Amesbury. The cor- 
nef-stone of the new church was laid 
Sept. 25, 1 ‘When, the insurance 
had been adjusted the parish owned 


and on May 6, 1903, the new church 
was consecrated free from debt, and 
represented an expenditure of $10,000,

PAYING BY CHECK. 


References Required to Open a Bank 
Account In England. 

“T like the American custom of car- 
rying money loose in the pocket,” said 
D. H. Lieban, a retired banker of Lon- 
don. “In England gentlemen and busi- 
ness men carry very little money with 
them. Nearly everything is paid for 
by check, except, of course, money 
enough to pay the small incidental ex- 
penses of a day. 

“If a man goes into a store to buy a 
hat, he does not pay money for it, but 
gives a check. If he is dining at a 
public place, he very likely pays for 
his meal with a check. The system of 
credit in England is different from that 
in this country, and the mere fact that 
@ man has an account in a bank serves 
to give him standing. 

“One cannot open an account with a 
bank in England merely by carrying 
money to the bank and depositing it 
He must have two first class refer- 
ences before a bank will accept his ac- 
count, and when reference is given it 
means that the person giving it would 
indorse or stand for the person to 
whom it is given. 

“A reference in England means more 
than a mere phrase. Checks on banks 
in England cannot be obtained for the 
mere asking, and a man must have an 
account in order to get checks from 
any bank. They cannot be picked up 
on bank counters or in public places. 

“Private accounts in English banks 
are not accepted unless they are paid 
for, the general charge being $50 a 
year. There are one or two banks in 
England which discriminate so care- 
fully in the accounts they accept that 
when a person is fortunate enough to 
be permitted te open an account with 
them he can get credit in any city in 
England or the continent of Burope.”—

The outcome of the national conven- 
tion of the Socialist party, which met 
at Chicago during the week, was the 
nomination of Eugene V. Debs to head 
their ‘presidential ticket, this being the 
third time he has been the Socialist 
candidate for president. Prior to the 
balloting W. D. Haywood had witb- 
drawn his name as a candidate for the 
nomination. Benjamin Hanford of 
New York was named for ‘vice pres!- 
dent. ; 
Instructed For Johnson. 

The Minnesota Democratic conven- 
tion at St. Paul unanimously instructed 
delegates to the national convention 
for Governor Johnson, the Bryan fac- 
tion at the last joining in the vote for 
the favorite son. 


Four More For Taft. 

The Republican conventions in Mich- 
igan, North Dakota, Oregon and Wash- 
ington have joined in the Taft proces- 
sion, North Dakoto making the reserva- 
tion that Taft is its choice if Roose- 
velt is not found available. The Geor- 
gia Republicans refused to instruct 
for any one, but a contesting delega- 
tion for Taft was expected.

Deficit For the New Havén. 

The New Haven railroad system re- 
ports the largest deficit for the last 
quarter since the beginning of the 
panic last fall, the shortage being $668,- 
887, This condition exists in spite of 
‘‘igid reduction in operating expenses.

The leaders in the new National 
Prosperity league say that they have 
begun negotiations with the leading 
manufacturers of the country to induce 
the latter to apply every increase in 
business to the re-employment-of work- 
ers. 

Say Cost of Living Is Less. 

Bradstreet’s report shows a decline 
of 1.2 per cent in the cost of commodi- 
ties in the last month. The groups 
which fell were breadstuffs, live stock, 
provisions, hides, textiles, building. md* 
terials and chemicals. ; ; 


The Ameer Proves Loyalty. 

As an evidence of his friendliness to- 
ward Great Britain the ruler of Af- 
ghanistan has prohibited the priests 
from preaching a holy war upon pen- 
alty of having their tongues pulled 
out. He has also ordered that all Af- 
ghans who join the rebellious border 
tribes shall have their feet cut off. 
The British general, Willcocks, in com- 
mand of the forces in northwest India, 
had reached close quarters with the 
Mohmand tribesmen. The brother of the 
ameer who is trying to usurp the 
throne is avowedly anti-British. The 
Mohmands, who are the chief cause of 
the trouble, are a great tribe half in 
Afghanistan and half in British juris- 
Giction. British authorities can hardly 
ask the ameer to control his half when 
the British are totally unable to con- 
trol those on their side of the border. . 


Churchill Wins In Dundee. , 
Winston Churchill, president of th 
British board of trade in the new cab- 
inet, who recently was defeated in 
northwest Manchester, has obtained a 
decisive victory in the Dundee constit- 
uency by a plurality of 2,700, although 
his-vote was 2,197 less than the Liber- 
al total two years ago. The Laborite 
candidate came out third in the race. 


Britain to Pension the Aged. 

The distinctive feature of the annual 
budget presented to the British house 
of commons by Premier Asquith is 
the provision for allowances from the 
national treasury of $1.25 a week to 
persons over seventy years old and 
possessing incomes under $130 a year. 
This would not go to those dependent 
classes already under the public care. 
Asquith estimates that on this plan 
the pensioners will not exceed 500,000 
and that the total cost will not exceed 
$30,000,000. Stringent conditions would 
be imposed for forfeiture and suspen- 
sion, and the premier added that if 
this scheme was socialism it was s0- 
clalism of a kind that both parties ac- 
cepted. It will not go into effect until 
Jan. 1 negt. 

Another feature of the budget is the 
reduction of the duty on sugar from $1 
to 44 cents a hundred. 

The national debt had been further 
reduced by $90,000,000, and the new 
income tax scheme had brought in 
more than had been estimated. In the. 
last three years they had paid off over 
$200,000,000 of the national debt, so 
that it was now about where it was 
before the Boer war. 

German Count In Disgrace. 

Prince Zu Bulenburg, the former 
friend and confidant of Emperor Wil- 
liam, knight of the Black Eagle and 
member of the Prussian house of lords, 
has been brought to Berlin under ar- 
rest on a charge of perjury and on the 
plea of illness has been taken to a 
charity hospital. The charge is made 


in connection with the trial of Editor 


| srarden for ifhel in making charges of 


scandalous conduct on the part of the 
prince. The latter had denied the 
charges, and Harden was convicted, 
but the prosecutor was not satisfied 
that Zu Eulenburg had told the truth. 


Argentine Rebels Beaten. 

The congress of the Argentine Re- 
public assembled at Buenos Aires just 
as it was reported that various groups 
of insurgents throughout the country 
had been defeated. President Alcorta 
in his message said he had never in- 
tended ignoring the right of congress 
to deal with the budget and promised 
to adhere to the constitution. 


INDUSTRIAL 


Unions Win Butte Strike. 

-The Bell Telephone company at Butte, 
Mont., has settled the strike of the 
linemen and operators which started 
fifteen months ago by conceding near- 
ly every point in dispute, even having 
dismissed some of the injunction suits 
under which labor leaders had been 
gent to jail. The company had been 
eompletely paralyzed by. the boycott 
despite the injunctions, as the mer- 
ehants had not dared to use the phones 
for fear of losing trade. 
Duck Mills to Shut Down. 

After a conference between members 
of the Association of Duck Manufa 
turers and the selling agents from the 


“principal cities at St. Louis May 12 it 


was decided to close the nineteen fac- 
tories making this grade of duck goods 
at once, and it was expected that all 
would follow suit. More than 25,000 
employees will be made idle by this 
action, The cause is said to be simply 
the failure to sell at profit. 

To Make Black Print Paper. 

The Wisconsin makers of print paper 
propose to furnish newspapers with 
black paper on which matter will be 
printed in white letters. They say 
that they would save millions in pulp 
yearly and reduce the cost of paper 
about one-half, as black paper can be 
made from old newspapers and almost 
any fibrous stock. An effort will be 
made to get newspapers to adopt the 
black concertedly. 


Editor Pulitzer’s Anniversary. 

The twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
ownership of the New York World 
by Joseph Pulitzer was celebrated last 
week with a 200 page issue of the 
paper and a reception to the public in 

the énlarged Pulitzer 
building, attended 
by many men prom- 
inent in public life 
and in journalism. 

Mr. Pulitzer him- 
_ self was unable. to 
be present, as he is 
‘traveling abroad 
for his health, but 
he was represented 

P by his son Ralph, 
Joseph Pulitzer. who read a long ca- 
blegram containing his definition of 
true Democratic principles as being 
the protest against special privilege 
and injustice and the impulse for prog- 
Tess and reform. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Tornadoes In Many States. 

Over a wide area from Nebraska and 
Texas through the south into Georgia 
there has occurred a series of disas- 
trous storms and tornadoes. In Okla- 
homa on the 11th eleven persons were 
reported killed; and on the 12th the 
Platte valley was strewn with wrecked 
farm houses and buildings. The Mis- 
souri Pacific bridge was moved three 
inches on its foundations without seri- 
ous injury. Many small towns were in 
ruins. On the 13th in Louisiana a tor- 
nado struck the town of. Gilliam, and 
many were reported dead or injured, 
and other places were in the path of 
the storm. On the same day five per- 
sons were reported killed and several 
injured at Omaha, Neb., in another 
storm. 

Franco-British Exposition. 

The Prince of Wales opened the 
great exposition at London May 14 to 
commemorate the era of good feeling 
between France and England. He 
turned on the waters of the crystal 
cascade which is to be lighted by thou- 
sands of electric bulbs and dedicated 
the immense stadium where the Olym- 
pic games are to be held later on. The 
exposition occupies 200 acres, 

Wrights Make Record Flight: 

After a series of experimental soar- 
ings in their latest model aeroplane 
over the sand dunes near Mantec, N. 
C., last week, the Wright brothers 
broke all records in a flight exceeding 
two miles, during which they turned 
two corners and at all times had the 
machine under complete control. In 
their aerodrome on Kill Devil hill they 
are working on a few motor witb 
which they now expect to make a fifty 
mile flight. But all details of their 
plans and improvements are kept close. 
ly guarded from the newspaper men 
who have flocked to the place from all 
over the world. During their longest 
flight the machine went at a speed of 
nearly forty-seven miles an hour. It 
gets its start from’ a rail on which a 
wheel runs and has to be carried back 
from the point where the flight ends. 

In a still later trial this marvelous 
mechanical bird, carrying both the in- 
ventors, flew a distance of three miles 
at the speed of sixty miles an hour. 

In a later trial this wonderful me- 
chanical bird flew eight miles and then 
by the wrong turn of a lever was 
dashed to earth and wrecked, the op- 
erator being unhurt. 

In*a trial flight of the army balloon 
No. 10 at Washington the signal corps 
demonstrated its ability to receive wire- 
less messages from any station on land 
or sea; also messages passing between 
Annapolis and Washington were inter- 
cepted. 
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Man the Most Destructive Enemy of 
Game Birds 


A recent article taken from the New 
York Independent and written by 
ore W. Huntingdon appeared in 
the Springfield Republican under this 
caption, THE ENEMIES OF GAME 
BIRDS ._- VERMIN AND NOT 
HUNTERS. This article seems to 
convey the mistaken idea that it is 
not men but the natural enemies of 
the game that are responsible for the 
extermination of birds. 

Mr. Huntingdon quotes Darwin as 
saying in his “Origin of Species”, “It 
is not the obtaining of food, but the 
serving as prey to other animals 
which determines the average num- 
bers of a species. Thus there-seems 
to be little doubt that the stock of 
partridges, grouse and hares on any 
large estate depends chiefly on the 
destruction of vermin.” But if we 
turn to the volume above quoted we 
shall find that Mr. Huntingdon has 
omitted the preceding © qualifying 
words of the sentence which are “but 
very frequently.” Darwin does not 
intend this condition to be taken as 
the rule, but only refers to it as a fre- 
quent occurence, and on the very next 
page he remarks that “periodical sea- 
sons of extreme cold or drought seem 
to be the most effective of all checks 
to the increase of birds, and he esti- 
mates that a single winter destroyed 
four-fifths of the birds in his own 
grounds. 

It is true that every species pro- 
duces a superabundance of seed and 
that other species tend to limit its 
numbers and keep them. within 
bounds, but no contention that natu- 
ral enemies under normal conditions 
tend to exterminate birds can be sub- 
stantiated by fact. On the other hand 
many species have been exterminated 
directly or indirectly by man... As 
one instance of the destructiveness cf 
“vermin” our writer mentions the case 
of the extermination of all the birds 
on an island by a single cat and her 
progeny. But the cat was not one 
of the natural enemies of the birds of 
this island, but was introduced there 
by the lighthouse keeper. Thus man, 


by introducing a foreign factor into. 


that island, became the prime cause 
of extermination. The native birds 
were able to cope with their native 
natural enemies, but when the destruc- 
tive cat was brought in by man it 
proved too much for them. Mr. Hun- 
tingdon seems to overlook the fact 
that the conditions regarding vermin 
are quite different in America from 
those in England where Darwin 
studied the question, and where a 
large part of the game is reared and 
fed artificially. In this country more 
natural conditions obtain: , Whenever 
an attempt is made to rear on a tract 
of land a larger number of birds than 
hature provides food for, then her 
checks operate severely. Predatory 
animals and birds come from all quar- 
ters to such a food supply and imme- 
diately the poultryman or game keep- 
er finds himself at war with all the 
“vermin” the region can produce, A 
friend who attempted to rear large 
numbers of pheasants on a country 
place waas obliged to kill two hundred 
cats the first year, while hawks, 
crows and foxes appeared from all 
quarters. On the other hand my ex- 
perience on a tract of three hundred 
acres, where no shooting was ever al- 
lowed and where grouse bred natu- 
rally, indicates that for four years a 
good part of the young birds that 
hatched reached maturity. The re- 
mains of only three birds that had 
been killed by hawks were found, and 
in two cases where only a single chick 
was hatched in each brood the little 
birds were safely reared. Squirrels, 
mice, hawks, foxes, shunks, crows and 
jays were all there in fully normal 
numbers and all reared. their young 
in these woods. But in the spring of 
1907 the weather was so severe that 
few young grouse were hatched and 
not one came to maturity. I went 
over the whole area and »found no 
sign that any of these birds had been 
killed by their natural enemies. The 
same condition was widespread and 
undoubtedly the weather was the 
principal cause. 

The scarcity of game is now most 
noticeable in those sections where 
there are fewest native natural ene- 
mies and most hunters. As we get 
into regions more remote from the 
cities where hunters are fewer we find 
both game and native, natural enemies 
more plentiful. Mr. Huntingdon says 
the Heath Hen has decreased during 
periods when there was absolutely 
no shooting, but I happen to know 
that even then the poachers and col- 
lectors were killing many of them. 
Even when these birds have been fre- 
duced to one or two hundred individ- 
uals they were continually being cap- 
tured, and smuggled away to the mu- 
seums of America and Europe. He 
says.that the wild turkey has become 
extinct in places where they were 
piceerted by law at all times; but we 

now they are destroyed by a con- 
tagious disease common to domestic 
fowls and fatal to the turkey, and that 
poachers and collectors killed turkeys 
regardless of the law. I know a col- 
lector who says that he killed the last 
wild turkey ever seen in a certain 
county and took her eggs. - We cannot 
escape our responsibility for the ex- 
termination of game birds by trying 
to shift it upon their natural enemies. 

Evidently the natural enemies of 
birds'under normal conditions form a 
wholesome check on increase but do 
not exterminate, nor do they unduly 
reduce the numbers of the birds. Any 
one who will read the accounts of 
Wood, Higginson, Morton, Josselin, 
and others who describe the natural 
resources of New England soon after 
the first settlements were made must 
be convinced that there was an abund- 
ance of game birds and water fowl 
and also numbers of “vermin” includ- 
ing some species now extirpated. How 
can we reconcile this condition with 
the theory that the game is exter- 
minated by its natural enemies? There 
is little doubt however that such sly 
cautious creatures as the fox and the 
crow may in some cases increase so 
in. numbers as to become seriously 
déstructive to wild game, but this is 
mainly due indirectly to man who has 
exterminated their natural enemies 
and so allowed undue multiplication. 

Apparently Mr. Huntingdon does 
not really intend to intimate that the 


nat 


birds are exterminated by nature, for 
he admits that man is the destroyer 
when he says that the birds which 
man takes are those unfortunately 
which nature would spare for restock. 
ing. This explains most y why 
man exterminates. All must agree 
with him, however, that if a sufficient 
supply of birds is to be kept up to 
furnish a “limited” amount of shootin 
for the two and one half to three mij. 
lion hunters of this country we must 
begin at once to propagate game ar- 
tificially and to protect such artific. 
ially propagated game from its nat. 
ural enemies, as well as from disease 
and climatic rigors so far as we may 
be able to do so.

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FROM 15,000 TO 300,000 
Telephone Development of the New 
gland System in 25 years . 


When the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company was formed, 
25 years ago this fall, its constituent 
companies had a total of about 15,000 
telephones in operation. The progress 
of telephony in this section of the 
world during the intervening quarter 
of a century is indicated by the fact 
that at the end of 1907 the ee Eng- 
land Company’s system in the states 
of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont 
and Massachusetts had 290,000  tele- 
phones connected with it. At the 
present time tnere are more than 
300,0000 telephones so connected. 

To supply this service, upwards of 
600 exchanges are in operation, con- 
necting more than 600,000 miles of 
wire, over which pass 400,000,000 
conversations in the course of a single 


year. To carry on this tremendous 
‘business, its ramifications ex- 
tending to almost every town in the 


four states, an army of 8528 employees 
has to be maintained, this number of 
employees being pretty evenly divided 
between men and women. 

These figtires are taken from the 
annual report of President Sherwin, 
and are ful] of interest to the student 
of economics.

‘The long 
waits for connections that. character- 
ized the early days of the art have 
disappeared before a service that is 
almost instantaneous. Induction and 
other troubles have been diagnosed 
and remedied until transmission is 
now almost’ perfect. 

These improvements represent not 
only patient experiment but large 
investment. As Gen. Sherwin says in 
a paragraph in his report, “Little or 
nothing remains of the plant over 
which, twenty years ago, the busi- 
ness was conducted. Central. office 
apparatus in the exchanges has been 
superseded, time after time, by that 
of newer design and greater efficiency 
and capacity. The grounded line sys- 
tem of connection has wholly given 
place to metallic circuits, and aerial 
construction in large part to that of 
underground conduit and cables.” 

That it has been worth while to 
make this expenditure in order to 
keep pace with the vanguard of pro- 
gress, is shown by the statement that 
the gross revenue of this company for 
the year 1907 was $10,679,625.76. Ex- 
penses amounted to $8,513,422.64. 
There was an increase in the net rev- 
enue of $342,552.72. 

Only 33,920 stations were added to 
the New England Company and its 
associates during the year, a com- 
paratively small number. Owing to 
high borrowing rates, however, it was 
deemed wiser not to push for business 
requiring heavy outlays for construc- 
tion.

The linotype is wearing 
out his nerves in setting type at such 
a rapid pace; the oratory of. the law- 
yer has been acquired at the expense 
of a dyspeptic stomach; the man who 
wins us with his facile pen envies the 
strength of the sturdy laborer shovel- 
ing in the street; the virtuoso would 
fain have the appetite of the perform. 
er on the big horn in the little street 
band. 

In thus specializing each is apt to 
neglect the routine work for all the 
muscles that nature demands to keep 
up the physique.. Had each of these 
performers or geniuses done his stint 
of work on a farm, raising the food he 
consumed, he would have been less 
skilled in his vocation, but possessed 
of vastly better health. And all would 
live out not only their full seventy. 
but a. round hundred or more of years.
